Acheen Street Malay Mosque 
In 1820, Syed Sheriff Tengku 
Syed Hussain Aidid donated a 
piece of land on which was 
built the Acheen Street Malay 
Mosque, which is also known 
as Masjid Melayu. An 
interesting feature here is a 
small window halfway up the 
minaret, It is said to have 
originally been a hole made by 
a cannonball fired during the 
1867 triad riots.”

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Cheong Fatt Tze Mansion 
A stately Chinese dwelling with 
18th and 19th century Chinese 
architecture, the interior 
features beautiful bedrooms, 
libraries, ceremonial halls, 
courtyards and gardens. In 
the year 2000, it won the 
'Most Excellent Project' for 
the UNESCO Asia-Pacific 
Heritage Awards for Culture 
Heritage Conservation. 
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This indigo-blue mansion 
houses a rare porcelain 
collection, sculptures, carvings, 
tapestries, embroideries and 
antiques. Across the road are 
five blue shophouses which were 
formerly quarters of the servants 
attached to the mansion.

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Chinatown 

Stretching from Weld Quay to 
Lebuh Stewart, Lebuh Campbell 
to Lebuh King, Chinatown is 
large, well-preserved and 
provides a fascinating insight 
into the lifestyle of Chinese 
immigrant settlers who came 
here in the 1800s. 

Visitors will be intrigued by 
the many clan houses, 
shophouses and temples 
found along these streets. 





Dharmikarama Burmese 
Temple 

A pair of elephants guards the 
entrance to this Burmese temple. 
Within the pagoda grounds 
are a Bodhi tree and wishing 
pond. It is the venue of many 
celebrations held during the 
water festival in April.

Fort Cornwallis 


The fort was built on the 
site of Sir Francis Light's 
historic landing in 1786. 
Originally a wooden 
stockade, it was replaced by 

à concrete structure built 

by convicts in 1804. Today, 
an open-air amphitheatre, a 
history gallery, café as well 

as a handicraft and souvenir 
centre occupies the interior. It 
also houses the famous Dutch 
cannon or meriam seri rambai 
presented to the Sultan of 
Johor by the Dutch which was 
brought to Penang after being 
looted by the Portuguese.

The City Hall is another fine 
example of a well-preserved 
building from the heyday of 
the British Empire.

Goddess of Mercy Temple 
One of the oldest Chinese 
temples in Penang, the temple 
was built in 1800 by early 
immigrant settlers from China. 
The building, also known as 
Kuan Yin Teng, is decorated 
with intricately crafted dragons 
and sculptured stone lions said 
to be its guardians. 

Devotees flock to the temple 
all year round especially during 
its anniversary celebrations.

Kapitan Keling Mosque 


yellow facade and à doli 
shaped minaret reflecting 
Moorish Islamic influence.

It is by far the grandest clan 
temple on the island. The 
forefathers of the Khoo 
family, who emigrated from 
South China, built it as a clan 
house for members of the 
Khoo family. The building 
was so magnificent that upon 
its completion in 1898, the 
roof caught fire, some believe, 
due to its resemblance to the 
Emperor's palace in China. 

It features a magnificent 
hall embellished with 
intricate carvings and richly 
ornamented beams of the finest 
wood bearing the mark of 
master craftsmen from China.

Little India 
With a history dating back 
over two centuries, Little 
India emanates old-world 
charm. Fringed by Market 
Street, King Street, Queen 
Street and Penang Street, 
this quaint Indian town 
boasts the 167 years old Sri 
Mahamariamman Temple, the 
island’s first Indian temple. 
Worth browsing here are 
the pre-war terrace buildings 
which house restaurants, 
jewellery and textile shops, 
dress retailers, music stores, 
barbers as well as shops selling 
spices, sundries and cutlery. 
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Pinang Peranakan Mansion 
Contained in this mansion 
are richly ornate artefacts 
related to the history and 
colourful lifestyle of the Baba 
Nyonya (Straits Chinese) 
people of Penang. 

There are elaborate 
traditional costumes and 
accessories, lovely porcelain 
pieces as well as furniture and 
works of art brought in from 
China and Europe, which 
were specially commissioned 
by the Baba and Nyonya 
families and handed down 
through the generations.

Snake Temple

Penang National Park 
The park offers some 
excellent trails through the 
rainforest and attractions 
at the park include Teluk 
Duyung, a broad bay 
protected by the Cape of 
Muka Head and Pantai 
Kerachut. 

Pantai Kerachut is popular 
as a picnic and camping site. 
It is also a site where the 
green turtles come to nest 
from April to August while 
the Olive Ridley turtles come 
between September and 
February. 
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The area contains a 
meromictic lake about one 
square kilometre in size, 
where fresh water from the 
island's stream meets sea 
water. During dry seasons and 
low tide, the lake is a mudflat 
and when the tide rises, sea 
water gradually fills the lake 
while fresh water remains on 
top of the denser sea water. 
Certain fish, birds and reptiles 
have adapted to living within 
this unusual environment. 

Visitors are required to 
register at the Wildlife Office 
in Teluk Bahang before 
entering the park which is 
reachable by a 30-minute boat 
ride or 90-minute trek from 
Teluk Bahang.

Boats 
from Batu Maung and Batu 
Uban also take passengers on 
a 45-minute journey to the 
island.

Heading the list of Indian 
cuisine is nasi kandar, a dish 
of Indian Muslim origin. 
South Indian favourites 
include tosai and idiapom 
served with thick dhall curry. 
Northern Indian naan bread 
with chicken tandoori or 
chicken tikka are also worth 
trying. 

Malay food is typified by

Trishaws 

Besides the novelty of 
travelling in this three-wheeled 
vehicle, trishaws allow visitors 
the opportunity to enjoy the 
sights in Georgetown at a 
leisurely pace.
